YEARLING MARKET. 


HE sales of Thoroughbred yearlings at Sara- 

toga were concluded on August 27. The 
compilation of returns, published elsewhere in 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, shows the gen- 
eral average to have been $1,256.13. Thus the 
judgment of those breeders who were, in ad- 
vance of the sales, estimating that the general 
average would be much lower than THE BLOop- 
Horse forecast of approximately $2,000 was 
correct. 

Breeders who had yearlings at Saratoga re- 
port that this year there were more than the 
usual number of persons at the stable yards each 
day to inspect the colts and fillies, and that they 
made their inspections more minutely, they 
thought, than in other years. The attendance at 
the sales in the Fasig-Tipton Company’s arena 
each evening was considered to have been as 
large, if not larger, than in previous years. 

But when the yearlings were brought into the 
ring the bidding lacked spirit. It was difficult in 
many instances for Messrs. E. J. Tranter, presi- 
dent of the sales company, and John Bain, auc- 
tioneer, to get bidding started on very likely 
racing prospects. 

There was, then, no lack of interest on the 
part of the people in the young Thoroughbreds; 
no wanipg of desire to possess them, and no 
commen? derogatory to the sport of racing, nor 
to the production of Thoroughbreds. 

So the failure of the yearlings to average 
better was due to one thing, the lack of money 
with which to buy them—the lack of money, 
and that alone. 

There is no assurance that money will be 
abundant next year, or the year after, for the 
purchase of yearlings, but there is this assur- 
ance, a good yearling—a top yearling—-will bring 
a good price in any year anywhere. 

Therefore, it would be wise on the part of 
breeders to curtail production by putting out 
of their studs all save the most desirable 
animals. What would they do with the least 
desirable animals? That is something that each 
one should determine for himself. There are 
humerous way in which they can be disposed of, 
but the better way for many of them would be 
to have them humanely destroyed. 
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Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE are aware that 
there is a world-wide slump in the prices for 
yearlings, but they, perhaps, are not aware that 
in other countries it is worse than in the United 
States. Hundreds of yearlings in England, Ire- 
land and France remain unsold. The majority 
failed to make the reserves placed on them by 
their breeders at the sales, while others were 
passed out of the ring without a bid. 


William Ryan, noted Chicago commissioner 
and sportsman, who for many years has had his 
headquarters at the Palmer House, writes 
THE BLoop-HorRsE from Deauville, France, that 
he has been attending the sales of yearlings 
there. ‘Not many bona fide sales so far, and 
yearlings are going very cheaply; choicely bred 
ones, too. I have seven horses over here and may 
bring some home in the fall. They are of good 
conformation and excellent breeding,” says he. 


One of the partners in an important bloodstock 
agency, with headquarters in London, writing 
to his representative in this country, under date 
of August 6, says: 


“The Dublin sales are on now. It is the first 
time I have missed them for six years, and, 
judging by the results of the first two days, they 
want some help badly. The first day’s sale 200 
yearlings went through the ring and 52 were 
sold. The second day 250 went through the ring; 
102 were sold. I have just been talking to a 
man who was over there yesterday. He tells me 
that things are shocking. Some of his friends 
who had five and six yearlings up have sold 
nothing at all. This, of course, was only to be 
expected, and is, to my mind, a question of over- 
production, especially in Ireland, in addition to 
bad sires. There will have to be an end to it 
some time. I think it is pretty near the bottom 
now.”’ 


There is no question of over-production on this 
side of the water. That is an established fact. 
We have for the past two years been writing on 
that topic, but what we wrote apparently had 
little effect toward curtailment until now that 
the breeders have been touched in the tenderest 
part of every man’s anatomy—the pocketbook. 
This, and the laws of supply and demand, will 
eventually bring about curtailment.

MEXICAN BUSINESS. 


HEN Thoroughbred horses became so low in 

price as a consequence of action in New 
York under the administration of Governor 
Charles E. Hughes some two decades ago, buy- 
ers in Mexico and in the Argentine, Chili and 
Peru turned their attention to Kentucky. Many 
horses were shipped into Mexico, scores of them 
without identification as to pedigree, and for 
little money, but it was, for all of that, welcome 
business. 


The past week THE BLOOD-HORSE had an in- 
quiry from one of its Mexican readers for infor- 
mation as to freight rates from Lexington to 
Eagle Pass or El Paso, Texas. This reader says 
he is intending to buy a few horses here at the 
fall sales, and that he is hoping to interest some 
of his friends to do likewise. 

The carload rate from Lexington to Eagle Pass 
is $1.40% per hundred weight, minimum 23,000 
pounds, for 36-foot car. The less carload rate is 
$3.06 per hundred weight, 3,000 pounds for first 
horse and 1,500 pounds added for each addi- 
tional horse. The carload rate to El Paso is 
$1.6314 and the less carload rate is $3.45, the 
car length and weight conditions being the same 
as for Eagle Pass. 


“DOPE.” 


CCORDING to The Sunday Chronicle (Man- 

chester), “a sensational change in the meth- 
ods of detecting ‘doped’ horses is expected to be 
introduced into English racing.” The publication 
says that English racing authorities have the 
past weeks been in Continental countries study- 
ing the methods employed by Turf governing 
bodies. Highly scientific methods are employed 
in France, Germany, Italy and other countries, 
where it is the practice to examine the winner of 
every big race and not a few of the winners of 
minor races. No owner or trainer can be sure 
that his horse will not be examined on any oc- 
casion. In England it is the custom to occa- 
sionally examine a horse. In America it is the 
custom of racing authorities to have no exami- 
nations. It is doubtful if there is a man sub- 
ject to call of racing authorities in this country 
who is sufficiently well acquainted with the meth- 
ods employed in Europe to make a skillful ex- 
amination for ‘dope,’ and at the same time it is 
certain that more of it is used on the American 
Turf than in any other country in the world. It 
is truly a shameful state of affairs, and the more 
so because our racing authorities are so inat- 
tentive to the abuse. 


Dr. W. E. Coover, formerly of Indiana, now of 
Lexington, addressed the Kiwanis Club at Boone- 
ville, Ky., on the subject: “What good racing is 
doing for Southern Indiana and Kentucky.”

N a privately printed volume of 500 pages, en- 

titled, “The Matriarchy of the American 
Turf,’ compiled by Miss Margaret F. Bayliss, of 
Bell Mead, N. J., sponsored and financed by 
Robert L. Gerry, breeder and owner and member 
of The Jockey Club, a copy of which is grate- 
fully acknowledged by THE BLOOD-HORSE, are 
given the pedigrees and performances of 1,406 
stakes winners, the descendants of 312 founda- 
tion mares, of which 208 are from the house of 
Eclipse and the remaining 104 from all other 
foundation sires. 

Mr. Gerry obtained from W. S. Vosburgh, 
capable and highly respected handicapper for 
The Jockey Club, a list of 78 stakes events which 
have figured on the programmes of various rac- 
ing associations in America from 1875 to date. 
The winners of those events make up the 1,406 
stakes winners coming from the 312 foundation 
mares given in the book. 

It was the task well done by Miss Bayliss to 
trace these 1,406 winners to the last mare of 
record in their pedigrees, and to so present the 
record of the whole, which she has capably done, 
that the student of blood lines will have a ready 
reference, similar to the tables compiled in other 
countries for the English mares by Frederich 
Becker, Major H. E. Keylock, Herman Goos ana 
others. 

Mr. Gerry, in the-foreword, says it is his sin- 
cere hope that, if the book accomplishes no other 
purpose, it will at least remind his friends in The 
Jockey Club and others interested in the Thor- 
oughbred horse and his breeding “how much we 
owe the American mare and what great results 
have been accomplished on the Turf in the past 
and are being accomplished today from Ameri- 
can bred dams; and the fallacy it is for breeders 
to think that the good stock ca” ve secured only 
in other countries.” 


Further, Mr. Gerry says: “So much has been 
written and published, both abroad and in Amer- 
ica, extolling the blood lines and achievements 
on the Turf of the foreign Thoroughbred horses 
that a large commercial business has been built 
up for the sale of their surplus stock to this and 
other countries. While it is, of course, true that 
all Thoroughbred horses originate from English 
stock, it is not true that those bred in other 
countries for several generations are necessarily 
inferior to those bred in England. In fact it is 
very doubtful if there have not been produced 
and are not now produced in the United States 
and other countries as good horses as the best 
in England today.” 

It is a volume which should be on the book 
Shelf of every breeder and every student of 
blood lines in America.

matter for The Morning Telegraph (New 
York) is not overestimating the ability of Man o' 
War when he says that the son of Fair Play— 
Mahubah would have “left ’em at the eighth pole’’ 
in a four-cornered match between him, Gray Lag, 
Exterminator and Sir Barton, weight-for-age, at 
a mile and a quarter or farther—-when all were 
at the top of their form. With a judicious ride, 
Exterminator would, I believe, be within an eighth 
of a mile of the Riddle crack at the finish were 
the race to be at two and*‘one-quarter miles. 
Grey Lag and Sir Barton may not have been in 
that proximity of “Big Red,” but old Extermi- 
nator, reserved for a burst through the final 
three-eighths, would, I think, have been well in- 
side the furlong mark. Don’t know if Man o’' 
War was so superior to Exterminator at the 
latter’s own game, cup racing, when both were 
at the very peak of their form. And “Centaur,” 
old pardner, you can take ’em off, I know you!

RAINER Roscoe Goose, himself a saddle ar- 
tist of no mean ability some years back, is 
gaining quite a reputation as a developer of first- 
class riding material. He first was prominent in 
this respect through the saddle work of Jockey 
Eugene James, who now is starring at Saratoga. 
Roscoe’s latest “find” is a lad named Elston, 
and he is said to be quite as promising as was 
James at a corresponding time. Elston is ply- 
ing his profession at the Dade Park session and 
is something of a sensation in that sector.

UDGING from what I imagine are excellent 
photographs of Twenty Grand, the son of *St. 
Germans, now is in much better flesh than at 
any time since he commenced his seasonal cam- 
paign. Photographs taken of the Greentree ace 
just prior to and during the running of the Ar- 
lington Classic depicted him very drawn and 
fagged. Perhaps he now is a tougher horse than 
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at that time. I know some smart horsemen who 
declare Mate was fortunate to have won that 
Classic, due to Twenty Grand’s condition, rather 
his lack of condition. It seems that the big bay 
fellow was attacked by an illness quite similar to 
that which started Equipoise on the downward 
path early in the Spring. The trouble is thought 
to have come of a different source, however. 
Neither Mate nor Twenty Grand is a standout 
colt, such as were Reigh Count, Gallant Fox, etc., 
in former years; they have beaten each other 
and were beaten by racers which can hardly be 
termed first-class, though, of course, each had 
excuses a-plenty. Be that as it may, Mate ap- 
pears a bit the better of the two. 
* * * 


F. CARMAN, JR., who superintends the 
R. training of the Nevada Stock Farm Stable’s 
performers, “woke one up” on the boys over 
Chicago way in the running of the Hawthorne 
Juvenile when he saddled Hygro, own brother to 
Siskin, for a sensational victory in that $10,000 
added, six-furlongs event. Hygro impresses as 
a dazzling swift colt, a speedier animal than his 
well-known relative, which as a juvenile was him- 
self no “bunch runner.” Hygro, Liberty Limited 
and Burning Blaze now appear to be the best of 
the Western juveniles. Liberty Limited acts like 
a colt which will improve as the season and dis- 
tances advance. He is always coming at the 
finish of these five and one-half and six-furlongs 
dashes. 

Hygro, being a chestnut, whereas Siskin is a 
bay, it is likely that he is more the son of his 
sire, *Epinard, than is the 3-year-old, which 
seems to resemble their dam, Ruddy Light, a fast 
trick in her days. At any rate, his six-furlongs 
in 1:11 says he is no ordinary youngster. “Screw” 
Sanders says he is the best juvenile in the his- 
tory of racing in America, but that opinion 
seems a bit hasty at this writing. It is no 
certainty we haven't a filly this very season ca- 
pable of measuring Hygro. This in reference to 


C. V. Whitney’s Top Flight, unbeaten in her four 


starts, all stakes, to date. Her latest exihibition 
was in winning the Spinaway in her usual spread- 
eagle style. And as far as pure unalloyed speed 
is concerned, it is no certainty that Artful’s feat 
of carrying 130 down the straightaway at Mor- 
ris Park in the White Plains of 1904 in 1:08 
isn’t yet the very fastest exhibition of this na- 
ture. Hygro is a very fast, good-looking colt, 
to be sure, but let’s see a bit more proof before 
hanging such ambitious epithets upon him.

UST now it appears that the Hopeful this 

year probably will, in point of the quality 
of its contestants, be under the par established 
in former renewals, and the Westchester Futurity 
promises to be a much better contest in this 
respect. Owners, trainers and breeders are only 
human, so of course, haven't the prescience 
necessary to knowing the colts and _ fillies 
among their crops on which to pay fees for these 
futurities. The Hopeful itself may be more 
thrilling because of the absence of the outstand- 
ing stars of the division, but it will not have 
the interest and drawing power with which it 
would have been invested if such as Top Flight, 
Indian Runner, Hygro, Burning Blaze and 
Liberty Limited were among the starters. 


UITE right, Neil Newman. In setting down 
a resume of the past performances of John 
P. Grier the other day this writer also noted 


that the son of Whisk Broom II and the Disguise 
mare, Wonder, was so heart-broken over his de- 
feat by Man o’ War in the Dwyer of 1920 that 
he proceeded to run dizzy most of the rest of 
the great horses of the country, winning more 
money after that memorable and oft-chronicled 
even than before it. And, Neil, have you noticed 
that the defeat so disheartened him that he is 
siring better stock than most of the best horses 
he met on the Turf?

« R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm, already 
is whooping it up for the coming charity meet 
at that beautiful Blue Grass establishment. I 
think it safe to remark that anyone who has ever 
been present for one of these one-day benefits 
would not miss another if it were possible to 
attend. It is reasonable to think, in view of thé 
absence of the sport during the remainder of 
the year at Lexington and Louisville, that the 
coming meeting will far surpass any of its pre- 
decessors in attendance and play. 


NE thing, Estes, we’ve got to give the pro-

URGOO KING looks to be about the best of 

the Bradley juveniles to have been started 
at this writing. This son of Bubbling Over 
Minawand is named for J. T. Looney, part-owner 
of Martha Jones and the man who concocts all 
that good burgoo we consume at the one-day 
charity meets at Colonel Bradley's place each 
fall. My understanding is that an illness worked 
havoc with Bradley and Widener 2-year-olds in 
the spring and only the first of these to have 
recovered fully are going racing. Very probably 
a number of what looked likely prospects will 
not face the starter all season.

EPORTS emanating from Saratoga are to the 

effect that this is proving one of the banner 
meetings at that historic old plant, the attend- 
ance far exceeding the fondest hopes of the 
official family. The crowd which thronged the 
course, flowing over into the field on Travers 
Day, being described as the second largest in 
the history of racing at the famous Spa.

HREE of the best Thoroughbred mares ever 


to have been purchased in any country by 
or for a resident of Japan are to leave Lexington 
next Monday, Labor Day, September 7, for 
Tokyo. The mares are: 

IMA BABY, black, 1924, by Peter Pan—Babe, by 
*McGee—*Tinkle, by Loved One—*Sounding Brass, by 
Kendall. Ima Baby won and is dam of Ima Dreamer 
(her first foal), a winner. She has a yearling chestnut 
filly by Campfire and a weanling chestnut colt by 
Reigh Count, and is in foal to *Sir Gallahad III. 

FAIRY MAIDEN, chestnut, 1924, by Gnome—Tuscan 
Maiden, by Maiden Erlegh (Eng.)—*Tuscan Red, by 
William Rufus—Fine Feathers, y Gallinule. Fairy 
Maiden retired from the Turf in 1930 after having 
raced five seasons, winning 21 races and earning $28,- 
130. She won several handicaps at good distances and 
in fast time. She was bred for the first time this 
year and is in foal to Campfire. 

ALZADA, chestnut, 1923, by Sir Martin—*Colna, by 
Collar—Nausicaa, by Gallinule—Verte-Grez, by Minting. 
Alzada did not race. Her first two foals are Illinois 
(by Tea Caddy), once second and three times third, 
and Secret Signal (by American Flag), now two years 
old and in training. Her yearling is a chestnut colt 
by Man o’ War, now in the S. D. Riddle string at Glen 
Riddle Farm, Berlin, Md. he had no foal this year, 
but is now in foal to Man o’ War. 

These mares were purchased by Tomo Ichijo 
for the Emperor of Japan and they are to go to 
the Royal Farm Sanrizuka, which is at Shimosa, 
50 miles from Tokyo. It is intended that they 
Shall be bred next season to the Emperor's stal- 
lion, Tournesol, foaled in England in 1922, by 
Gainsborough out of the French mare Soliste, by 
the English-bred Prince William (son of Bill of 
Portland) out of Sees, by Chesterfield. Tournesol 
was sent from England to Japan in 1927. 


Ima Baby and Fairy Maiden were purchased 
from Arthur 8. Hancock, master of Claiborne 
Stud, the home of *Sir Gallahad III and Gallant 
Fox, and Alzada was bought from Dr. Charles E. 
Hagyard, who had purchased her from S. D. 
Riddle, master of Faraway Farm, the home of 
Man o’ War. 


Mr. Ichijo, who spent several years at the late 
James B. Haggin’s Elmendorf Farm, near Lex- 
ington, preparing himself for his life’s work as 
a buyer and breeder of Thoroughbred horses, has 
been here since last spring on this very important 
mission for the Royal Household of Japan, and 
he did not make his purchases until after he had 


inspected many mares of the blood and families 
desired. That he has bought well as to conforma- 
tion can readily be seen by the pictures of the 
three mares appearing in this issue of THE BLOOD- 
HorsE, and that he has obtained winning blood 
is evidenced by the pedigrees of the trio. 


This is the third visit Mr. Ichijo has made to 
Kentucky in three years and this is the third 
consignment he has taken or is taking to his 
homeland, and each time there has been. improve- 
ment in individuality and quality. This consign- 
ment represents an outlay of near $50,000, pur- 
chase price and traveling expense calculated, and 
it emphasizes the importance and value to Ken- 
tucky and America of the creation of a demand 
abroad for the Thoroughbred as produced in 
America. 

Daughters of Peter Pan, such as is Ima Baby, 
a half-sister to the stakes winner and sire, 
Baby Grand, whose dam is a winning sister to the 
frequent winners McTinkle and Lady Ward, the 
latter the dam of four winners, tracing through 
Sally Brass, by Musket, to the No. 3 family, are 
highly desirable, and it is really a pity that we 
cannot keep them all on this side of the water. 
Yet, when we consider that they will display 
their worthiness and set the standard for Amer- 
ican bloodstock in the countries to which they 
are taken, it is worth the sacrifice of their de- 
parture from our shores. 

Fairy Maiden’s sire, Gnome, was a good race 
horse, is siring winners and, though yet compar- 
itively young, is entering the lists of broodmare 
sires. One of his daughters is the dam of Up. 
Gnome is a son of Whisk Broom II (of the line 
of Ben Brush) out of Fairy Sprite, by *Voter 
from *Cinderella, by Hermit. Fairy Maiden’s 
dam, Tuscan Maiden, by the ill-fated Maiden 
Erlegh, was‘imported in utero and is a winning 
half-sister to War Feathers, for which daughter 
of Man o’ War the late James Cox Brady paid 
$50,500 as a yearling. Her dam, *Tuscan Red, 
also produced the stakes winner Chianti and the 
winners Bright Red, Hot Time, Shamrock and 
Leghorn, dam of Chrysos and Colonel Drage. 
Tuscan Maiden also is the dam of the winners 
Keeping Time and St. Tuscan and of Tuscanna, 
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dam of the winner Island Creek. It is the Orna- 
ment branch of the Agnes division of the No. 16 
family. 

Alzada’s sire, Sir Martin, was by *Ogden out of 
Lady Sterling, by Hanover. Sir Martin was a 
stakes winner in the United States and in Eng- 
land, and his daughters are proving excellent pro- 
ducers in this country. The grand mare, Nimba, 
is out of a daughter of Sir Martin, and so is 
Percussion, Brooms, *Diapason, Hot Bun and 
others. Alzada’s dam, *Colna, is also dam of 
Spectacular Girl (winner and producer), Golden 
Colna, winner, and the producers Chocolate Hill 
and *Perplexing. *Colna is also half-sister to 
the English stakes winner Pictorial. *Colna’s 
third dam, Verdigris, was sister to *Pastorella, 
dam of the undefeated Colin, and foundress of 
an important line of stakes winners in America. 
It is the Griselda branch of the No. 19 family. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE extends its congratulations 
to Mr. Ichijo on his selections and purchases; 
wishes for him a safe and pleasant journey home 
with the mares, and hopes that he will come 
again next year to buy more Thoroughbreds and 
to be with the many good friends he has made 
in Kentucky, where he is always welcome. 


HERALDING MATE AND SUN BEAU. 


The English press is informing its readers that 
both Mate and Sun Beau are to be expected from 
America to contest in the Ascot Gold Cup race 
of 1932. The following from The Sussex Daily 
News (Brigton) is a sample: 


“It seems a long cry to next year’s Ascot Gold 
Cup, but already the Yankees are preparing to 
wrest the blue ribbon of the British Turf’s long- 
distance races from our hands. We are accus- 
tomed to French efforts, and, indeed, to French 
victories, for they have always had horses to stay 
as well as to race, and Gladiateur, a French horse 
which won the Derby in 1865, was one of the great 
horses of history. Durbar II, another French 
horse, won the Derby in 1914. 

“The best the Yankees have done was to send 
over Reigh Count in 1929. The animal, it is true, 
just won the Coronation Stakes at Epsom, but it 
was only the good sportsmanship of the owner of 
the second that allowed it to keep the verdict. 
When it tried to win the Gold Cup it was well 
whacked. 

“Now the Yankees will bring over Mate. the 
winner of £35,000 in stake money, and Sun Bean, 
the winner of £66,000 this year, a record sum. 


These horses will winter in England to become 
acclimatized to our conditions, particularly the 
changed feeding and watering, and the great dif- 
ference between the cinder track of America and 


our turf track. They will have all their work 

cut out to win.” 

Perhaps the Brighton publication never heard 
of Iroquois and Parole, but let that pass. And 
they think American horses run over cinder 
tracks! There used to be talk of having cinder 
tracks for trotters, so they could go rain or 
shine, but for runners, never. Cinders are about 
the worst underfooting one could think of for 
equine runners. Thoroughbreds do not even like 
to walk over them. 


RANCOCAS STABLE SALE. 


In the paddock at Saratoga at 1 p. m. Thurs- 
day of this week, Auctioneer George A. Bain 
will begin the sale of the entire stable of horses 
in training owned by Harry Ford Sinclair and 
racing as the Rancocas Stable. Twenty-five head 
are to be sold under the auspices of Christopher 
J. Fitz Gerald. <A story sent out by Mr. Fitz 
Gerald prior to the sale carried the following 
concluding paragraph: “That Mr. Sinclair will 
be back again with another strong stable in 1932 
is taken for granted by his friends.” 


DECADENCE OF RACING 


By CHARLES MICKELWAIT 


T was presumed that racing was held, and 
racetracks were operated for the “Improve- 
ment of the breed of the Thoroughbred.’ when 
breeders and racehorse owners carrying the bur- 
den of perishable assets were representatives of 
the upper classes, and were considered superior 
to the large body of people that stood in awe 
of wealth and social position, and this upper 
class for many years did nothing to discredit or 
compromise itself in the eyes of the common herd. 
However, with the present generation, new race- 
tracks came into being with the old claims of 
improvement of the breed and a few of the 
names foremost in racing of the past came down 
through the democratic years to rub elbows and 


hobnob with their less aristocratic brothers and. 


racketeers. 

Racetracks of today, with their vast net-work 
of telegraph, telephone and radio outlets give 
to the people in nearly every city, town and 
village on this continent daily a direct contact 
with racing, and if a person chooses to make a 
wager in the community where he happens to 
be, a pool room or handbook is not far away 


‘that can accommodate him for any size wager 


he cares to make. The wager, if large enough, 
will find its way right into the mutuel machines 
on the track where the horses are to run. 

If the local play warrants, an automatic type- 
writer, electrically operated by some human 
touch on a race course, perhaps thousands of 
miles away, can be installed that flashes the 
betting changes, and, when the fields are off and 
the race is being run, gives the running positions 
of the first, second and third horses during each 
race at all the major race courses. 

The winners, and the placed horses, with their 
official pay-offs, are received at virtually the 
same moment as by those on the race course who 
actually witness the contests. One may pur- 
chase a scratch sheet or racing journal and by 
using a code word receive, according to the adver- 
tised claims, last minute specials and informa- 
tion, direct from the tracks, which consists of 
horses to bet on, scratches, jockeys, probable 
odds, official race results and the official pay- 
offs of the mutuels and books, all of which makes 
it very simple and easy to bet on horses, without 
going to the track or being taxed the mutuel 
take-off from 6 per cent up. The Kentucky 
mutuel take having been raised to 10 per cent, 
we may expect to see greater hardships on the 
breeders and horse owner, and on the people 
residing in the community where racing is held, 
as only very short meetings near enormous 
centers of population can possibly survive the 
drain placed on bettors by a 10 per cent mutuel 
take. Handbooks and pool rooms, if their come 
back money is liberal, may be able to offset the 
losses claimed by Kentucky racetracks. 

However, the Post Office Department has re- 
cently requested three large news services to 
cooperate in keeping the people of this nation 
from being informed on lotteries. If such re- 
quests were made concerning racing it would 
mean the revenue would all have to be taken 
through the gate and mutuels. If a 2 per cent 
mutuel take were adopted in New York and 


racing were conducted only at Belmont Park, it 
would fill the void, and it is doubtful if the plant 
could accommodate the crowds, hard as times 
apparently are. 
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SARATOGA’S CLOSING WEEK. 


ATURDAY of this week brings the Saratoga 

meeting to a close. On that day the Hopeful 
Stakes, the Saratoga Cup and the Saratoga 
Steeplechase Handicap are to be run. The pros- 
pect is for one of the best programs of the year, 
since the Hopeful, a notable feature, probably 
will rate only as secondary in interest to the 
Saratoga Cup, in which it is expected that Sun 
Beau and Twenty Grand will meet at weight for 
age. Until early last week it had been expected 
that Mate would also be an entrant, but the Bost- 
wick colt suffered an injury in the Kenner and 
his leg later filled to such an extent that a slight 
let-up in his training was necessary. 

The Saratoga Association is having one of its 
most successful meetings of recent years. The 
crowds are better than for either of the last two 
seasons. This week’s racing, promising some of 
the most brilliant sport of the meeting, probably 
will further increase the satisfaction of the man- 
agement. There is, it is true, no great display 
of money, but it is also true that the sport has 
never been more heartily supported. 

Monday of last week Mad Pursuit won the San- 
ford Stakes and in another race J. G. Lang’s Foot- 
mark, under a handicap of 100 pounds, was sent 
to the post by Trainer C. W. Damon, who sur- 
prised the Easterners by sending to the post a 
horse so good and fit that he could beat some of 
the best sprinters of the country. Tuesday, 
Renaissance won the Consolation Claiming Stakes 
and Reveille Boy, blind in one eye and nearly so 
in the other, trimmed Mountain Elk and Hills- 
borough in another contest. Reveille Boy is a 
popular horse in the East. Wednesday, August 
26, Con Amore took the American Legion Handi- 
cap, Beelzebub scored a hollow victory in a 
steeplechase, and On Tap won a race. Thursday, 
Toro’s sister, Brocado, won the Adirondack Han- 
dicap, for 2-year-old fillies, Blenheim captured 
the Senator Kavanaugh Handicap, an overnight 
race, and the high-price Senado scored his first 
win, beating a field of maidens. Friday, Masked 
Ball won the Mohawk Claiming Stakes and A La 
Carte cantered to victory in the Roamer Handi- 
cap, overnight. Saturday, August 29, Lucky Tom 
got the Grand Union Hotel Stakes, taking ad- 
vantage of a heavy track; Curate scored in the 
Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap, and *Sorley 
Boy was first in the Mohawk Valley Steeplechase, 
an event for amateur riders. R. B. Young rode 
*Sorley Boy. 


GOOD FILLY LOST. 


One of the best-looking fillies on exhibition at 
Saratoga week before last was a magnificent 
black daughter of *Sun Briar and Masked Dancer. 
by Disguise, consigned as the joint property of 
W. S. Kilmer, owner of her sire, and W. R. Coe, 
owner of her dam. On the eve of the sale, which 
was to have been August 24, her owners, con- 
Sidering the low prices being bid, decided to 
Withdraw her. The next morning she was 
saddled and taken to Mr. Coe’s private track at 
Saratoga to begin breaking. Before she had been 
mounted she reared, fell and struck her head such 
a blow that she suffered a hemorrhage and died 
the same day. 


GRAND UNION TO LUCKY TOM. 


J. J. Robinson’s $2,000 yearling, Lucky Tom, 
won a $15,000 stakes race at Saratoga last Sat- 


urday, August 24, namely the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes ($15,000 guaranteed, 2-year-olds, six fur- 
longs).

The first issue is dated Au- 
gust 29, and it is to be “published every Satur- 
day by the Crown Publishing Co., Inc., 71 West 
45th Street, New York, N. Y. John Funk, Pres- 
ident and Treasurer; Warren A. Angel, Vice- 
President; Robert J. Boyle, Secretary; Andy Bell, 
Editor.’’ The reason for Racing Weekly, as stated 
in its leading editorial, is the belief that “a week- 
ly magazine devoted to the racing fan has long

Presumably the result of a 
kick or his having been jumped on during the 
running of the Kenner Stakes, a filling appeared 
in a hind leg. It was sufficient to interrupt the 
colt’s training, and Trainer Healy stated that 
he could not be ready for so strenuous a contest. 
Unless it be in The Jockey Club Gold Cup at 
Belmont Park, it is not considered likely that 
Mate and Twenty Grand will meet again this 
Season, and perhaps not at all, since Mate is 
scheduled to go to England during the autumn 
or early winter.

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ILLINOIS 
GOOD DAYS AT LINCOLN FIELDS. 


HE management of Lincoln Fields had a pleas- - 


ant surprise last week when it learned that 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer had experienced a change 
of mind and had decided to send Sun Beau from 
Saratoga to compete in the Lincoln Handicap, an 
event which without him would have been only 
half the attraction it turned out to be. The pros- 
pect of seeing the world’s leading money winner 
meet horses good enough to menace him brought 
out a crowd of 20,000 to the Crete course, and 
Sun Beau gratified the majority by coming home 
with a victory over his recent conqueror, Plucky 
Play. The crowd, however, was not altogether 
exceptional. The meeting has drawn good attend- 
ance since its opening. 

There was no other fixture on the book for 
last week, but the racing was not without its 
high lights. Cathop, 2-year-old half-brother to 
Mike Hall, was among Monday’s winners. The 
next day Pittsburgher was favorite in the leading 
event on the card, but the leggy colt finished be- 
hind Brown Wisdom and Calf Roper. Wednesday, 
two longshots, Lady Dean and Prose and Poetry, 
led the pack home in the best race, finishing a 
nose apart in the order named. Saturday, be- 
sides the Lincoln Handicap, there was provided 
as a feature a good contest in which Malolo took 
the measure of My Dandy and others. One 
stakes, the Crete Handicap, to be run Saturday, 
is on this week’s program. 

Worthy of note in last week’s events in Illi- 
nois was the day of racing at the Illinois State 
Fair at Springfield, including the second running 
of the Governor’s Derby. The winner was Burn- 
ing Up, which last winter won the Cuban Derby. 
Ten thousand attended. 


SUN BEAU’S EARNINGS REACH $355,044. 
After Sun Beau ran second to Plucky Play in 
the Hawthorne Handicap, Owner W. S. Kilmer 
had Sun Beau shipped to Saratoga, intending to 
start him in the Saratoga Cup. At the New 
York Spa the *Sun Briar horse did so well that 
his owner suddenly changed his plans and an- 
nounced his decision to try for the Lincoln Han- 
dicap ($25,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one and 
one-quarter miles) at Lincoln Fields, Saturday, 
August 29. Accordingly Sun Beau and his 
trainer, Jack Whyte, arrived Thursday morning 
at the Chicago course and two days later Sun 
Beau won the Lincoln Handicap, earning $21,000 
and bringing the total of his record winnings 
to $355,044. He carried 129 pounds, two pounds 
less than when he was beaten in the Hawthorne 
Handicap. The Northway Stable’s Plucky Play, 
which carried 106 pounds when he defeated Sun 
Beau, now had 114 pounds and finished second, 
beaten a length and a half. The Warm Stable’s 
The Nut (109) was third, a length farther back 
and six lengths ahead of the fourth horse, the 
Peconic Stable’s Knight Commander (111). The 
others were Brown Wisdom (107), Pittsburgher 
(3-y-o, 110), Paul Bunyan (113), Chief John 
(3-y-o, 109). Sun Beau and his rider, C. Phillips, 
got into some trouble in the first three-six- 
teenths, but afterwards got clear and went to 
the outside on the first turn. (F. Chiavetti was 
suspended five days for allowing Knight Com- 
mander to interfere with Sun Beau.) In the 
backstretch they took it easy as Brown Wisdom 
set the pace. Phillips let the champion out in 
the last half-mile, passed the leaders on the turn 
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and early in the straightaway for home, and at 
the furlong pole had the race in hand. Sun Beau 
was hand-ridden to the end. Plucky Play closed 
with a fine rush after having dropped well out 
of the race in the early stages. The Nut came 
from behind but was weakening at the end. 
Knight Commander, under restraint early, took 
a brief lead a quarter mile from home, but weak- 
ened badly. Winner’s mutuel price, $3.88. Time,

AUTOMATIC TIMER IS O. K. 


The Gault chronometer, brought over from 
Germany for automatically timing the races at 
Hawthorne, has worked so satisfactorily in its 
trial during the meeting just closed that it is to 
be adopted permanently. Superintendent Ben 
Miller has been instructed to change the run- 
ways for the Bahr gate at all starting points so 
that the races will actually be started at the 
distances named in the conditions. The timing 
will begin automatically with the starting of the 
race and will end automatically with the finish 
of the race. In other words, as the barrier rises 
and the horses pop out of the stalls the clock 
starts, and when the first horse reaches the fin- 
ish mark the clock stops. Fractional time also 
is noted as the indicator speeds around the dial. 


ATTENTION, ILLINOIS STEWARDS! 

From his tripod in the office of The Home- 
Stretch (San Francisco), quite a ride, even by 
air route, from Chicago, Editor George J. Meyer 
broadcasts this through his peppy little sheet: 
“What gets me is why those judges at the tracks 
around Chicago cannot see when a rider is de- 
liberately taking a horse wide. It is one of the 
oldest tricks of crooked jocks who don’t want 
to win.” 


GOVERNOR’S DERBY TO BURNING UP. 

Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Burning Up, purchased 
for $3,000 at E. R. Bradley’s sale at Hawthorne

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of the Governor’s Derby ($3,000 added, 3-year- 
olds, one and one-sixteenth miles) at the Illinois 
State Fair at Springfield last Saturday, August 
29° With 117 pounds up, the colt won by three 
lengths from John Marsch’s Homer L. (105).

LYNCH RETURNS HOME. 


John J. (Jack) Lynch, who is referred to by 
Daily Racing Form as “the well-known Chicago 
Turfman,” returned to his home at Lake Geneva, 
Wis., after having been held several days by 
kidnapers. As the story goes, he was released at 
or near Kankakee, Illinois, and drove home in 
his own car. It is further claimed that $50,000 
was paid somebody for his release. Chicago law 
officers have been seeking Al Capone in connec- 
tion with the matter. Daily Racing Form con- 
tinues to offer a reward of $25,000 “for informa- 
tion leading to the arrest and conviction of the 
kidnapers.” It says: “Daily Racing Form has no 
personal interest in this case, and made the above 
offer for no other purpose than to stamp out the 
dastardly crime of kidnaping of persons con- 
nected with the American Turf and the great 
sport of racing. Lynch is said to have been one 
of the early stockholders in Arlington Park, prior 
to its purchase by the present group. Press dis- 
patches from Chicago identify him as having 
been a proprietor of handbooks and now a con- 
siderable shareholder in the General News 
Bureau, which concern has a monopoly on the 
distribution of betting information to handbooks 
and poolrooms throughout the country, and with 
which one of the principal owners of Daily 
Racing Form and allied racing papers is reputed 
to be identified as a shareholder, if not in person 
through a family connection. 


RACING MORE POPULAR. 


When Col. M. J. Winn got to Lincoln Fields 
from Saratoga, which he visited after having 
been in New York for some time, he told re- 
porters that he was “gratified to observe that 
the racing situation in New York is satisfactory,” 
and then he said: “Racing popularity is ascend- 
ing. Chicago has taken the lead in this respect, 
and no doubt will maintain it.” 


HAWTHORNE’S DISTRIBUTION. 

In 18 days of racing at Hawthorne’s recent 
Meeting, $243,855 was distributed to horsemen 
In purses and stakes. The daily average dis- 
tribution was $13,547. The figures are about 
the same as those of recent Hawthorne meetings. 


KENTUCKY 


OLD LICENSE TAX CASE. 


HERE was an echo of the oppressiveness of 
the $2,500 per day racing license tax at 
Dade Park last Saturday. Under an order from 
the Franklin Circuit Court, directed by the office 
of Attorney General J. W. Cammack, Sheriff R. 
C. Soaper, of Henderson County, accompanied by 
deputies, went to Dade Park last Saturday after- 
noon at the close of the day’s racing and attached 
money amounting to $75,100.77, the same being 
the pari-mutuel bankroll and the day’s receipts 
from admissions and pari-mutuel commissions. 

James C. Ellis, president and principal owner 
of the Dade Park Jockey Club, personally posted 
a forthcoming bond, and the money was released. 
He is to make answer to the attachment suit 
within 20 days and is to make his appearance 
in court at Frankfort on the first day of the 
November term. 

During the term of Governor Edwin P. Morrow, 
sometime after the Kentucky Jockey Club was 
created and became the owner of the tracks at 
Lexington, Louisville and Latonia, and not long 
after Maurice Galvin, of Covington, had come 
into its legal department, the daily license tax, 
which had been $500 per day for Louisville and 
Latonia and $250 per day for Lexington, was in- 
creased by act of the Legislature, unopposed by 
the Kentucky Jockey Club, which was, in some 
quarters, believed to have fathered the change 
with a view to discouraging the building of 
racing plants in other parts of the State. 

Be that as it may, Dade Park, in Henderson 
County, and Raceland, in Greenup County, were 
built, in the belief that they could be successfully 
operated even under the heavy State taxation. 
Both, however, found the tax oppressive and both 
went to the wall. 

James C. Ellis bought Dade Park for a nominal 
sum, less than $50,000, if memory is not at fault, 
and created a new organization. In 1927, Harry 
D. Kremer, of Lexington, a back tax attorney, 
working through the office of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, brought suits for delinquent license taxes 
against both Dade Park and Raceland. 

It was during the term of Governor William 
J. Fields and there was an agreement between 
the State officers and the owners of Dade Park, 
and Raceland as well, that they would be per- 
mitted to operate the plants and try to pay the 
back taxes out of earnings. Raceland closed 
after a couple more unsuccessful meetings, but 
Dade Park, backed by the wealth and determina- 
tion of Mr. Ellis, carried on. Meanwhile, at the 
session of the Legislature in 1928, Raceland and 
Dade Park joined in an effort to get through a 
bill fixing the daily license tax at 1 per cent of 
the total amount handled through the pari- 
mutuel pools. 

This was defeated by the Kentucky Jockey 
Club’s lobby, headed by Maurice Galvin. 

Dade Park, THE BLOOD-HORSE has been told, has 
made no money with which to pay the back tax, 
and it is reported that the company is really 
indebted to James C. Ellis, personally, for monies 
advanced for operation, perhaps for monies with 
which the license tax of $2,500 per day since 
1927 was paid. 

The amount attached last Saturday was chiefly 
money that Mr. Ellis had loaned to the company 
to be used as a bank roll for the operation of the 
pari-mutuels. 

It seems strange that the State officials would 
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make a move of this kind in this time of depres- 
sion, when the American Turf Association, suc- 
cessor of the Kentucky Jockey Club, had declared 
off the fall meetings at Lexington and Louisville 
because of an announced shortage of earnings 
and fear of loss. 

It seems strange also that any sport intended 
to sustain an industry such as is Kentucky’s 
great Thoroughbred horse breeding industry, 
should be taxed te death in certain sections of the 
State merely to satisfy the wishes of a group 
sufficiently powerful politically to carry out 
those wishes. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE thinks it probable that At- 
torney Kremer, seeking his bit of the back tax, 
inaugurated the movement that produced the ac- 
tion of Sheriff Soaper last Saturday. 

The Dade Park meeting, which is to close on 
Labor Day, has been well attended and there has 
been fine racing, but it takes a big attendance 
and considerable wagering to earn the tax of 
$2,500 per day in addition to the expenses of the 
meeting. j 

THE BLOOD-HORSE stands for a change in the 
present tax rate sufficient to permit meetings to 
be held regularly at Louisville, Lexington, Dade 
Park, Raceland and anywhere else in the State 
that the people of a county want good, short, 
clean meetings. 


DISTINGUISHED JAPANESE VISITOR. 

Dr. Eizo Oikawa, Director of Miyazaki Stallion 
Depot, Japan, was a visitor in Lexington for a 
couple of days last week. Dr. Oikawa is a prac- 
ticing veterinary surgeon. He was at one time 
on the staff of Dr. John R. Hagyard, when resi- 
dent veterinarian at the Elmendorf Farm of the 
late James B. Haggin. At that time also Messrs. 
Tomo Ichijo, who is leaving this week for Japan 
with his purchases, as related elsewhere in this 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, and T. Saku, who is 
in charge of the horses at Henry Oliver’s Poplar 
Hill Farm, were also employed at Elmendorf. 
Dr. Oikawa is returning to Japan from Europe, 
whither he has been on a stallion buying expedi- 
tion on behalf of the Japanese Government. In 
England he bought the 6-year-old chestnut horse, 
Dark Fire, by Sunstar—Firefiend, by Torloisk 
out of Fire Witch, by Cyllene out of Firelight, by 
Fitz-James. On the continent he bought 20 
French coach stallions and two Anglo-Arab stal- 
lions. These horses now are enroute from Ant- 
werp to Tokio, and should reach their destina- 
tion about September 14, they having been put 
aboard ship July 24. Dr. Oikawa stopped off at 
Lexington primarily to see Dr. Hagyard and his 
friend, T. Saku, and had an agreeable surprise in 
seeing Tomo Ichijo also. He renewed a number 
of acquaintances of former days and had a very 
delightful visit. 


MAP OF IDLE HOUR FARM. 


Thomas B. Dewhurst, of Lexington, has .just 
completed a location map of Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Idle Hour Farm. This farm, one of the most 
naturally beautiful and best appointed of those 
devoted to the production of Thoroughbred 
horses, contains approximately 1,700 acres. The 
Dewhurst map shows the location of every build- 
ing, road, lake, spring, branch, fence line, train- 
ing track, etc., within the boundaries. It also 
designates by letters and numbers the various 
buildings and paddocks. He has mapped numer- 
ous farms in the Blue Grass Region and has sev- 
eral others yet to do. His work is so thorough 
and his maps are so neat that they are com- 


manding the attention of owners of farms in 
other parts of the country. The maps are of 
great service to the office force, and they .are 
especially serviceable to farm owners who have 
their places of business and their residences a 
long distance from the farms. Instructions can 
be given and received concerning a particular 
building or paddock or line of fence by the num- 
ber thereof, which insures accuracy and prevents 
long explanations to fix the location in the mind 
of the person addressed. 


BARRED FOR BOOKING. 

At Dade Park, August 26, the stewards issued 
the following: “For violation of rule 62, Dewey 
Geyser was ejected from the grounds and denied 
further admission thereto.” Rule 62 of the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission’s book provides 
that “any one guilty of making a handbook on 
the grounds of any association licensed by the 
Commission, during any race meeting thereof, 
shall be ejected from the grounds and denied 
further admission thereto, and any owner, train- 
er, jockey or other person interested in any 
horse or horses at said meeting, who shall be 
guilty of betting with or through any such hand- 
book, shall be ejected from the grounds, fined or 
suspended, and the license of such persons who 
are licensed by this Commission shall be re- 
voked.” 


ELECTROCUTING MOTHS. 

The web-worm became a serious menace 
on a number of the blue grass farms near Lex- 
ington, and especially on lawns in the city and on 
golf courses, where the grass is clipped short. In 
an effort to reduce the multiplicity of this pest 
several of the farms installed a lamp known as 
Electrocutor that exterminates the moth from 
which the destructive worm comes. The lamp 
resembles an inverted basket. There is a lamp 
of about 50 watt in the center and around it 
are two rows of charged wire, fairly close to- 
gether. The light attracts the moths and the 
moment they strike a wire they are electrocuted. 
The lamp can be plugged in at any lamp socket 
and the voltage is sufficient. 


REMOUNT BUYS TWO. 

Major Thomas J. Johnson, in charge of the 
Lexington purchasing headquarters of the United 
States Army Remount Service, last week com- 
pleted a deal with George Collins, of Frankfort, 
buying for the Remount two well bred young 
horses, Lane Allen, 6-year-old brother to Brown 
Bud, by *Brown Prince II—June Rose, by 
Myram, and Uptime, 5-year-old chestnut son of 
Upset—Susan Lenox, by Handsel.

“BY ORDER OF THE CHIEF OF POLICE.” 
The kidnaping of John J. (Jack) Lynch, one 
of the owners of the General News Bureau, at 
Chicago, and the closing of handbooks receiving 
the service of the General News Bureau at 
Louisville, has created considerable discussion in 
Kentucky cities and towns, and this has given 
rise to numerous betting stories and yarns 
about the operations and operators of hand- 
books at various points in the State. It is 


related that in one Kentucky city a number of 
handbooks being served by the General News 
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Bureau placed loud speakers on tables in their 
rooms so that the descriptions of the races could 
be heard by all present, just as announced by the 
General News Bureau man at the headquarters 
in that city. The chief of police is said to have 
been passing a building one hot day recently and 
heard in the street a description of a race. He 
is said to have sent word to the G. N. B. head- 
quarters to see that no more loud speakers be 
used. As he was signing off that afternoon the 
G. N. B. man is reported to have announced: 
“Everybody take off his loud speaker, by order 
of the chief of police.’’ The loud speakers are 
“off,”’ but the service is still ‘“‘on;”’ also, perhaps, 
“by order of the chief of police.”

HE last of the season’s classic events in Eng- 

land for the year 1931, the St. Leger, is to 
be decided at Doncaster next Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 9, over a route of one mile, six furlongs 
and 132 yards. The question with Englishmen 
everywhere is: ‘Will Cameronian prove to be 
another Triple Crown winner?’ Cameronian 
won the Two Thousand Gtfineas and the Derby 
and there are those who confidently believe that 
he will enter the hall of fame occupied by those 
illustrious winners of the three events by gallop- 
ing home in front at the finish of the St. Leger. 
At last advices from London, Cameronian had 
been working well and if Fred Darling should 
have no misfortune with him during the next few 
days there are many who will wager that he will 
be the first to win the Triple Crown since *Rock 
Sand in 1903. Orpen, Goyescas, Sandwich, Rose 
en Soleil, Pomme D’Api and Jacopo are all 
prominent in the discussion about the probable 
winner.

HOROUGHBRED YEARLINGS sold for less 

at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., during August of 
this year than was obtained there during the 
same month in any year in the experience of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company since it has been selling 
in the paddocks and arena built under the direc- 
tion of E. J. Tranter, president of the company, 
and opened in 1917. The total number sold this 
year in 13 nights at the Fasig-Tipton Company’s 
plant was 601 for an aggregate of $761,975, aver- 
age $1,269.51.

THE SIRES LIST 


HE 640 yearlings sold at Saratoga during 

August were the get of 229 stallions. There 
was only one by The Porter sold and he brought 
$16,000, the highest price of the season. The high 
average for the get of any stallion represented 
by more than one of his progeny was Appre- 
hension’s $4,300. Crusader was next with an 
average of $4,266.66. Then came *Sir Galla- 
had III, $4,204.54; Upset, $4.050; Pompey, $4,000; 
American Flag, $3,783.33; Eternal, $3,250; Black 
Toney, $3,035.07; Infinite, $2,962.50; Stimulus, 
$2,662.50; Supremus, $2,450; Sweep, $2,450; Wise 
Counsellor, $2,120; and Blondin, $2,000. All other 
averages were under $2,000. 


You, doubtless, have noted that *Sir Gallahad 
III is the only sire represented in these higher 
averages which was not foaled in the United 
States. The Porter and Apprehension were 
foaled in Virginia and the others were foaled in 
Kentucky. 

Twelve of the 15 above named sires belong to 
the house of Eclipse in tail male line. Five of 
these trace through Ben Brush. They are Sweep 
and his sons, The Porter and Eternal; Blondin, 
son of Broomstick, and Upset, grandson of 
Broomstick. Four, Black Toney (son of Peter 
Pan) and Infinite, Stimulus and Supermus (sons 
of Ultimus), trace through Domino. Apprehen- 
Sion traces through *Rock Sand; Pompey through 
Sundridge, and *Sir Gallahad III through Flying 
Fox (great-grandson of Bend Or). American 
Flag and Crusader, being sons of Man o’ War 
and grandsons of Fair Play, trace in tail male to 
Matchem, and Wise Counsellor (great grandson 
of Hanover) is the solitary representative of the 
line of Herod. 

Sweep and Black Toney are the only repre- 
sentative of the Ben Brush—-Domino mating, or 
the reverse of that. Crusader is the sole sire from 
the Fair Play—*Star Shoot mating about which 
the late Dr. Maurice M. Leach, who wrote under 
the pen name “Exile,” was so enthusiastic. 
American Flag, Blondin and Supremus are out of 
Imported mares. The others, with the exception 


of *Sir Gallahad III, are out of native mares. 
Pompey is by *Sun Briar, out of Cleopatra 
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(daughter of the English sire, Corcyra) imported 
in utero. Eternal’s dam was by *Sempronius, 
and Upset’s dam was by *Voter. The dams of 
Apprehension, Black Toney, Infinite, Stimulus, 
Sweep and Wise Counsellor were by native sires.
